ABSTRACT

The ERIC Administrative Bulletin (EAB) is the
internal "house organ" of the Educational Resources Information
Center {ERIC), the nationwide bibliographic information system
covering the educaticnal literature. ERIC is sponsored by the Office
of Educaticnal Research and Improvement (OERI) within the U.S.
Department of Education. The EAB is prepared by the ERIC Processing
and Reference Facility on the basis of material submitted by the ERIC
Clearinghouses and other components of the ERIC system. The EAB is
issued every month or two, depending on the volume of material
available. All EAB articles are reviewed and approved by Central ERIC
befz.+ publication. The EAB is distributed solely within the ERIC
system (approximately 20 contractors) and is intended as an internal
newsletter or journal of the ERIC system and a major means for the
decentralized components of ERIC to communicate and interact with one
another. The EAB is also a permanent record reflecting most of the
m2jor events in the life of the ERIC system (such as personnel
changes, Standing Order Customer changes, etc.) and providing in
printed form essential documents (such as ERIC policy and priority
statements, Clearinghouse scope statement modifications, "ERIC
Processing Manual" revisions, etc.). Current major categories for
announcements are: Action Items:; Network News; Personnel;
Clearinghouse rublications; Meetings Participated In. All new forms
and all major reports commonly are included as Attachments to EAB
issues. This compilation consists of 116 issues of the EAB, extending
from July 1976 through December 1987, a period of 12 years. (WTB)

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1, ERIC Directors' Meeting

2, Systemwide Awareness of Assigned Scopes

A recent inquiry about which clearinghouse, if .any, included Asian Amer-
icans in its scope revealed that members of the ERIC network are sometines
unaware of cach othex§ broadened responsibilities. For well over a year
the Urban Education Clearinghcuse has had “education of black, Puerto.
Rican and isian American populations' as part of its scope, It wculd be
well, hovever, if any clearinghouse processed a document within its own
diecinline vhich also referenced another's, o uce the temm ia indoning
1T, in1s makes it more readily available to searchers using a particular
descriptor for a cross section of documents in a certain field, (cw)

3. Reproducibility of ERIC Documents

Central ERIC has become increasingly aware of the existance .of a few docu-
ments input into the file each month that do not reproduce acceptably on
microfiche, In some cases the documents should be classified as level II;
in others, the documents photograph so poorly that they should not be in-
put into the system at any level, . .

Central ERIC is taking three steps to deal with the reproducibility quality
of RIE documents,

a. Input is being examined by a representative from Central ERIC
" as it arrives at the Facility, A few documents are being
Tejected at this poini on the basis of reproducibility; poor
documents, bu. those which might be considered marginal, are
being returned to the clearinghousesinvolved to make a judge-
ment if the importance of the of the documents justifies the
marginality,

b, A3 documents are being filmed at EDRS, additional problem doc-
uments will be identified, After filming (which must be done
because RIE has gone to press) these documents will be examined
along with a production fiche and sample of hard copy, 1If a
level chanrge is deemed necessary, it will be made at this time
for subsequent updating-of tape files, If the document does
indeed represent a major problem, tha original document, a
microfiche of the document, and a sample of hard copy will
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returned to the clearinghouse which submitted the document
to provide a sample of the type of document that is caus-
ing problems,

The Facility has been given the responsibility of putting
together a guide called "Document Input Acceptance Guide-
lines."” This document will provide examples of the many
sorts of problems that cause reproducibility difficulties,
e.8.» small type, broken type, colored paper, faint ink,
etc, Also included will be copies of resulting microfiche
and hard copy blowback, EDRS, Central ERIC, and the ERIC
clearinghouses will work closely with the Facility in set-
ting and testing standards for the guidelines, (rc)

4, ALA and ERIC Microfiche

Recently Bob Chesley from Central ERIC attended a joint meeting of
the ALA Standards and Microreproduction Committees at the ALA winter
meeting in Chicago. ERIC was the subject of discussion for about
one hour,

Several concerns were expressed, among them the quality of microfiche,
which primarily reflects the quality (for photoreducing) of the input
document, A study by a librarian in Nebraska was reported which in-
dicated that 50 of 300 ERIC docvments were- "unreadable,” Since the
results of the study were widely disseminated, clearinghouses may
hear of it, Bob was able to report that he and Chuck Hoover had ex-
amined every frame of each reported "unreadable" document, Although
some documents with serious problems were identified, many of the de-
fects were relatively minor, e.g., small print in graph legends, foot~
notes, single pages somewhat faint, etc, A large rajority of the doc-
uments were appropriate for inclusion in ERIC, The study appeared to
suffer from a serious misunderstanding of the nature of a fugitive
data file,

The complaints previously heard concerning EDRS problems seemed, in
general, to be resolved., A few minor complaints such as absenca of
Level III cards, can be dealt with on an individual basis,

Although vesicular fiche are not totally accepted by .everyone, the
availahility of silver fiche, at the predicted higher cost, should

be pointed out, There are still users that have difficulty in repro-
ducing fiche, Hard copy reproduction difficulty is relatively rare,
Significantly, there are visicular file holders who do not have
difficulty reproducing fiche from visicular masters, Some equipment,
notably the more expensive makes, do seem to do an adequate job, Users
with reproduction needs should be advised to test the equipment carefully
before purchasing, Central ERIC can supply names of several agencies
that report satisfactory reproduction from vesicular fiche., (rc)

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2, Changes-to Clearinghouse Information 4nalysis Product Plans

Clearinghouse directors are reminded that when a clearinghouse. subnits
a list of information analysis products in its annual renewal proposal
and that proposal is accepted the I/A products plan then becomes a con-
. tractual obligation, For a variaty of reasons it sometimes becomes nec-
' essary to replace a product or make substantive changes,, .Such altera-
tions to thie contract. propvsal must be submitteéd in'writing to the proj-
ect monitor concerned in advance of the changes for approval because when
- contracts undergo a GAO audit the work accemplished under a contract must
agree with the work proposed, Also, on occasion, CERIC staff are asked
by NIE program elements what information analysis products are underway
in a certain clearinghouse. Unfortunate -ramifications can occur if a
proposed product has been cancelled or altered and there is no documen-
tary evidence to indicate the change,

Therefore, to eliminate embarrassing and frustrating situationms, Please
make certain that you send a letter to your friendly clearinghouse coor—
dinator when you make I/A product changes., (dt)

3. Duplication, Duplication, Duplication

_ In the past few months there have been several occurrences of a lack of
corrunication among clearinghouses which have resulted in A taatian nf
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hstra~ring and indexing efforts, Tho problions have ariien ..oa 3 U
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inghouse, for one reason or another, has processed an RIE document whic:
is partly or wholly in the scope of another clearinghouse and has not-——
notified that clearinghouse of its intent to input, Each instance of

duplicate processing of such documents is a clear waste of a’ minimum
of $30,00,

All of us being members of a decentralized system, nust continually be
on guard against duplication of effort--whether in the area of RIE,
acquisitions, ClJe, information analysis products, workshops, or any
other activity., A short phone call on the FIS line or a postcard will
often avoid duplication and eliminate the frustration and disappointment
felt by the party at t:e other end,

S0, let's have a little more coordination, Folks! (dt)

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1, Preparation of Documents for Filming by EDRS

Recently an EDRS tepresehtat:ive suggested the following a&ditional guide-
lines to assist clearinghouses in preparing documents to confom with cur-

ent filming practices; _ _

a, Reducing Oversize Pages to Standard Size

-The placement of pages on the camera bed for filming results in their
being justified at the top lefthand corner, This can result in text
being lost at the bottom and right when physical pages exceed the 8%
jach by 11 inch standard size, This can "happen even if the text area
itself is no more than 8% inches by 1l ineches. In order to avoid loss
> ‘ of text in such situations, it is sometimes possible to trim the top
and left margins off oversize pages so that the entire text is in the
8% inch by 11 inch area that the camera will pick up. .

When most of a document is standard 8% x 11", but a few pages are
/ oversize, it is helpful to cut the oversize pages down, perhaps creat-
- ingotwo standard size pages where one long page existed before. In
cases where excess cext from a long page is being affixed to a white
backing sheet, remember to use transparent tape rather than staples.
Staples not only film, but can also affect the machinery,

b .B:cessi.ve .Amount:s of 6-roint Type

The ERIC Processing Manual specifies 6-point type as the lowest size
acceptable type. Even so, documents that contain all or substantial
amounts of 6-point type do not generally blow back from microfiche to
be satisfactorily readable, In other words, while some 6-point type

- is acceptable, too much can incapacitate a document, Consequently,
such documents should often be entered at Level II rather than Level I, .
with a "Note" explaining why that document is not available in hard

copy..

¢, Arrangement of Brochures and pPamphlets

0dd-size brochures and pamphlets may be opened up and taped on 8%" by
11" sheets: in order to make better use of available frame space, This

is usually only feasible with vertical strip formats. (Backed-up pamph-
lets would need to be Xeroxed if a second copy were not available),

d. Notes in Resumes

Whenever a document is signit:ica.nt:ly defective in legibility or repro-

-~
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ducibility, and yet is selected for the system, it is helpful to the
‘user if a word of explanation is placed in the "Note" field of the
resume, This alerts the user to the problem and avoids unpleasant
surprises, ) b

e, Notes to EDRS

Clearinghouse notes attached to documents can be heibful to the EDKS
camera operator when they call attention to out-of-the-ordinary fac-
tors such as colore? inks, colored papers, changes in page orienta- e -
tion that would required a change in the way the page is placed on
the camera bed, etc,

f., Cost Awareness

Throughout the entire process of preparing documents for filming, the
clearinghouses should keep in mind the effect of microfiche frames on
price, and should avoid artificially crossing a price hike step when

it can be avoided, (RC)

New Descriptor/Identifier ihdexing_Depth Conventions

As a result of suggestions made by clearinghouse staff at the last ERIC
Technical Meeting, it has been decided to increase the aumber of per-
missible Major (i.e, published) identifiers from one to two, This change
is effective irmediately,

The ERIC Processing Manual (Section 5,3,21, par, 3, lines 1-2) will be
modified to read as followss

" "There is no minimum requirement for Identifiers, however, NO MORE
. THAN TwWO IDENTIFIERS CAN BE ASTERISKED (*) as major indexing terms,"
Sincétthis chenge increases the total permissible major index terms from
six to seven, it was also felt appropriate to permit an indexer to *'trade"
an unused major identifier for an additional gajor Descriptor,

The ERIC Processing Manual (Section 5,3,20, par, 3, lines 12-13) will.

'therefore. also be changed to read as followss

AT LEAST ONZ (1) major Descriptor MUST be aosigned A total of NOT
s ‘MORE THAN FIVE-(3) major uescriptors are permitted if there are two wo (2)
major Identifiers used; a total of NOT MORE THAN SIX (6) major Descrip-
" tors are permitted if there is only one (1) major Identifier,”

Please ncte that the new linit of seven (7) major index terms (five Descriptor/
two Identifier or six Descriptor/one Identifier is an upper limit and not
necessarily a goal to be achieved for everydocument. (’C)

New Survey of ERIC Data Base Search Services , .

Ppletion in August and will contain additional information such as hours
of operation, contact persons, and types of reading equipment avail-
able at each of the locations, (RC)

Tom
Wright ac Macmillan depends on each and every clearinghouse to provide
hin with the names of journals either being added or deleted so he can
see that the Scvurce Journal Index reflects only presently active period-
fcals, , )

For those libraries which desire to subscribe to the entire list it is
daunting to find even a small percentage no longer being published and

it is certainly self-defeating for CIJE to print an inaccurate listing
"each month, Would you therefore go over the journals you cover and compate
them to those in the latest CLJE Index., Then provide Nr, Wright with

any needed changes, Notifying him of changes in publication status

should be continuous in the future, (CW)
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1, Exhibit of ERIC Educational and Promotional Materials

"form available for this purpose, The OCR form might Le an adequate
substitute in some of these applications, but when heavily laden
with corrections (blobs, hooks, and follow-on corrections) it is
not suitadble. for any formal use, '

= To consider prospects for the future of educational
dissemination activities in terms of political, financial,
and organizational considerations.

- To identify areas in which increased understanding is
needed.

- To develop a statement of principles affecting the

Change in Dye Used in Vesicular Fiche

In March or April the film supplier has scheduled a change in

the composition of the emulsion used in vesicular fiche produced
at EDRS. The present gray appearing fiche will have a slight
yellow cast which may be noticeable to standing order customers..
The new dye has slightly better ultraviolent absorption
cha;acteristics and, as a result, could result in a slight
improvement in fiche-to-fiche reproduction from vesicular masters.

However, silver masters will still have slightly better

reproduction characteristics. (RC)

Missing Fiche?

For a long time, we have received user complaints that a

primary file maintenance problem has been the difficulty of
delemining whether a missing fiche is level 5, or truly missing.
To help with the problem, hash marks (#) have been added to

the RIE ED-Number to Clearinghouse Number Index Cross

Reference. Also, level 3 cards are shipped with the monthly
fiche collections.

This fiche is different in that
it contains a notation in the first (A-1) frame indicating
that the following fiche is level 3 and will not be contained
in the file.

Remove and discard any pages that are exact duplicates of other pages.

Disclaimer label, Clearinghouse Accession Number, and other labels,
should appear on the first sheet to be filmed, not the second or third.

Clearinghouse Accession Number should be printed la?gely and plainly
at the bottom of the page, parallel to the left side of the document.

If a document contains just a few poorly printed pages, take the time
to rectify the situation via re-typing, manual corrections, or contact
with the source for replacements. Remember that the document you send
in Is distributed and reproduced all over the world.

For Level 3 documents, be sure to send the Facllity enough pages and
information from which to generate author names, institution names,
pagination, etc.

Price is considered an Important element of the Availability fi:ld
(when this field is present). Having the price can often save the user
one complete cycle of correspondence with the source. If this
lnfo;ma§ion is not contained In the document, it is worth a phone call

THESAURUS INPUT/CHANGE FORMS = THE DJF AND THE TCN

The two forms which the Clear:nghouses regularly use in requesting

changes to the Thesaurus of ERIC Descriptors are:

3. DJF - Descriptor Justification and Data input Form;
‘ERIC Facility Form No. EFF=11 (12/73)).

b. TCN - Thesaurus Term Change Notice;
(ERIC Facility Form No. EFF=-21 (8/72)).

These two forms have distinct uses. The DJF is used as a direct input
form for keying new data Into the Thesaurus file and for making simple, routine,
and non-controversial changes. The TCN is used for recommending significant
changes to old data, which must first be reyiewed by the nationwide ERIC Vocabulary
Review Group prior to actual implementation.

In order to avoid delays in processing their Thesaurus change recommendations,
Clearinghouses are reminded of the specific uses of these two forms.

1. The DJF, or "implementation form'!, should be used when recommending:

a. New Main Terms and their cross-references ("Main Term" :s
synonymous with "Descriptor'');

b. Routine changes in the cross-reference structure of existing
Main Terms; and

€. Routine changes in Group Codes.

2. The TCN, or ‘‘review form'', should be used when recommending:
a. Mergers of existing Main Terms and their postings;

b. Significant changes in the form of Main Terms (e.q.,
adding or dropping parenthetical qualifiers);

c. Significant additions or changes of Scope Notes; and

d. Deletions of existing Main Terms and their postings (after
all merger possibilities have been investigated and rejected.)

Both the DJF and the TCN may be required in the preparation of some
change recommendations. For example, a recommendation involving the replace-
ment of an existing Main Term with a new Main Term would include: (1) a DJF
showing the new term and {ts cross-reference structure and (2) a TCN Jjustifying
a transfer of postings from the old term to the new term. In such cases, the
OJF would be considered “inactive" until its related TCN is approved by the
Vocabulary Review Group.
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CENTRAL REFERRAL LIST

Most Clearinghouses maintain a list of organizations to which requests
can be referred when ERIC sources are either exhausted or inappropriate,
At the recent ERIC Technical Meeting in Washington, it was suggested that
a central list of these referral points be maintained by the Reference
Librarian at the ERIC Facility. Such a ''referral center' would permit the
Clearinghouses to check telephonically with the Facility (when their own
resources don't provide an answer) In an attempt to take advantage of the
past experience of all Clearinghouses. In effect, a wider selection of
organizations to which referrals can be made would be made available to
participants. Consideration to publication and dissemination of such a
list will be made later if the response from the Clearinghouses warrants
it.

All ERIC Clearinghouses are invited to send their "referral lists"
to the ERIC Facility. We will keep you informed via the ERIC Administrative
Bulletin as to the progress of this project.

l. Publication Type "Other" Classification

Analysis was recently made of input which has been classified
by Publication Type "other". In 2 1/2 years there have beeh
:‘about 400 documents so classified.

Several recommendations have been made for new or revised
categories and will be considered in the study by the Teacher-
Education-Clearinghouse Study. The following recommendations
were also made concerning some of the documents classified as
"Other”. Many items coded as "Other" fit easily into existing
Categories and must be regarded as categorizing errors. 1In

K~ our opinion approximately 75% should not have been coded.as

"Other". The following kinds of items are prominent among the

miscodings:
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- Jouzrnal articles, parts of journals, cocllections of journal
articles, etc. - these should have been coded "J".

- Tests, test specifications, compilations of tests, reporting
booklets, questionnaires, opinion polls, evaluation materials,
assessments - these should have been coded "Q".

- Legal decision., legal briefs, legal memorandums, summaries
of legislative actions, legal-related discussions, Government
regulations, etc. - these should have been coded "H".

- Project descriptions - these should have been coded "K".

- Papers presented at ----, - these should have been coded "S".

- Seminar summaries, Reports, on Workshops, etc.-- these should
have been coded "P".

- Resource Guides, Teaching Guides, Manuals - these should have
been coded "G". (RC) o

ERIC Facility to Check Document Pagination

As part of its new contract activities, the ERIC Facility will

be checking monthly microfiche shipments for correct document
pagination. Where differences are detected that will cause an
incorrect price in either paper copy or microfiche sales, a
correction will be made to the master tape and EDRS will be
notified concerning the correction. Consequently, clearinghouses

Number of Major Descriptors and Major Identifiers Permitted in

Document Resume Preparation

Early last year Central ERIC approved new guidelines for indexers
in the use of Descriptors and Identifiers in the preparation of
document resumes. The combinations of six major Descriptors

and one major Identifier or five major Descriptors and two major
Identifiers are acceptable. However, because six and one and
five and two add up tc seven, some Clearinghouses have been
misled into believing that seven major Descriptors are accept~
able if no Identifiers are selected. This is not so. Six

major Descriptors are the limit, regardless of Identifier

selection.
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Document Selection Practices

It has been noted that some Clearinghouses believe that documents
transmitted to them from the ERIC Facility must go into the
system. This is not the case. Documents sent to the Clearing-
houses by the Facility are discretionary and should he evaluated
against the selection criteria like all other acquisitions. The
possible exception is material to which a PRIORITY sticker is
attached. PRIORITY items are so designated by Central ERIC and
should be accessioned and handled on an expedited basis (See

ERIC -Processing Manual, pgs. 112-113). -

The campany which supplies the film for ERIC vesicular microfiche has made a
change in the camposition of the film. This film, which EDRS began using in
April, 1977, has a slight greenish tint. This coloration is normal and can be
used to identify the new film stock.

The new film has improved absorption characteristics in the ultraviolet range.
As a result, when duplicating microfiche from this film stock, a greater
exposure is required. On duplicators we have tested, an increase of about

50% over the older gray vesicular fiche is required. An advantage of the
longer exposure is that more accurate exposure settings for optimum reproduction
can be determined and used. When reproducing hardcopy from the new fiche, it
will not be necessary to increase the exposure since most hardcopy reproduction
does not use ultraviolet light for exposure. (RC)

ANNOUNCEMENTS FROM ERIC FACILITY

The fourth TAP meeting was held on April 26 at Central ERIC. Several items
of general interest were discussed.

The first item was the beginning of a program to increase Clearinghouse
participation in vocabulary improvement. A formal announcement of the program
will be made at the 1977 Dissemination Forum (ERIC Vocabulary Improvement
session) in June. At that time, another meeting will be scheduled for late
sumer 1977 to implement the program.. This latter meeting will involve the
Clearinghouse Vocabulary Coordinators (or their designated representatives),
as well as staff members of Central ERIC, the ERIC Facility, and such user
groups as RISE and SMERC.

The Identifier Clean-up was a major topic of discussion at the TAP meeting.
It was announced that actual file mergings should begin about September 1977,
with the first published authority list expected to be available in early
1978. The authority list is expected to contain Identifier synonyms, which
will preserve many of the Clearinghouse merger decisions and will eliminate
the current need to post acronyms as complements to spelled-out Identifiers.
The TAP invited Mrs. Mary McCord to participate in the Identifier discussions.
Mary is the Facility Lexicographic Consultant on Identifiers. (She was the
Lexicographer at the early ERIC Facility, operated by North American Rockwell
Corporation.)

Thirteen (13) Temm Change Notices (TCN's) examined by the Vocabulary Review
Group in 1976 were reviewed during the TAP meeting. All approved change
recammendations involved in these TCN's are expected to be reflected in the
June 1977 Thesaurus Working Copy. The one unresolved TCN for 1976 is the
recammendation to change "Negro" to "black", but this, too, should be settled
in time to be reflected in the June Thesaurus.

A camplete sumary of the TAP meeting will be distributed to the Clearinghouse
.-Vecabulary Coordinators within the next few weeks. (JH)

Ramblinas From Charles W. Hoover, Central ERIC

Shortly after I was appointed head of ERIC 6% years ago, I wrote a short
piece for the old Administrative Bulletin. In this piece, I stated that it
was my impression that ERIC was leaving childhood and entering adolescence.
Continuing this analogy, today I would say ERIC is entering maturity.
Mature not in the senc: of fully developed, full-grown, or having reached
maximm development, but rather in teims of a stage (passage maypbe?) in
development wherein most of the trizls and tribulations of adolescence are
past.

Two additional observations: this maturity is first the result of dealing
with a lot of frustrations and anxiety-prowoking work on the part of all of
you in the sy.tem. The future appears to be brighter and more stable.

Since same of you have not had the oppertunity to meet with us here in

CERIC I thought I might share with vou scme randam thoughts, ideas, and
ramblings of my own:

4
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o The Garbage Issue -- Practically disappearing. Primarily this is due
to the efforts of Clearinghouses in awareness type training of users,
hands-on training, user service efforts and a vigilant quality control
system. The issue was invariably raised by those who did not understand
the system.

© Quality Control -- This usually was used as a synonym for the garbage
issue. But we all know that quality control is a broad term that encampasses
many procedures.

WehaveneverinthelOyearhistozyhadasgoodaqualitycontrol program
as we have today—quality control in such areas as dupe checking, pagination,
filming, legibility, etc. We've accomplished a great deal and if one lists
all of the quality control measures we have developed it is a most impressive
list.

We are constantly looking for additional ideas—especially in the use of
technology such as mini-camputers for editing, use of word processing, etc.

Thank you for your past efforts, and keep sending us ideas.

o0 During the past two years we in CERIC have spent a great deal of time
with various groups, including other Federal agencies, sharing with them our
experience and knowledge in system development. Several of these are now
using and developing systems based on ERIC, i.e., Goverrment Accounting
Agency (@0), Office of Aging, Wamens Program in OE, etc.

The unfortunate aspect of this activity has been that we frequently do not
get the opportunity to talk to planners before some of them go too far in
planning. This is especially true in the proliferation of so-called
clearinghouses being developed by other agencies. However, there is some
indication that this may begin to change.

O New Files -- There is an RFP out now for the development of two new files.
One is to be a practice/product file and the other a legal file. ({The legal

file could be conceived of as three files—-legislative, case law or

opinions such as the opinions handed down by agencies, general councils which
have the effect or force of law.) You will heir more about this at the

June meeting. :

© Future — The future of the system seems brighter to me than at anytime

in the past 4 to 5 years. This is primarily due to your sacrifices, struggles,
innovativeness in continuing and actually adding products and services plus
the tapping of outside resources. The most important result of this, I
believe, is that we've received recognition of the reality and effects of
inflation. Same help for this I hope is now a fact. :

o Out Year Planning -- We try to maintain a wish list of ideas for targets
of opportunity (spare funds). These items come fram all of the system
camponents, same came fram users, workshops, technical meetings, advisory
boards and CERIC staff. In fact, we in CERIC scametimes have original ideas
we didn't 'steal from anyone. - S

ANNOUNCEMENTS_FROM CERIC/MICROFICHE INVENTORY REPORT

Beginning in February, the Facility initiated a contract modification
which enables them to inspect each microfiche in the month's standing
order collection. A judgment is made regarding the severity of any prob-
lems noted, along with an indication of its magnitude (e.g., number of
pages affected) plus any additional notes. For the first time we have
hard evidence of the results of the system's efforts over the past two
ycars to improve input and microfiche output.

The results are encouraging. Only .bout one-half of one percent of the
microfiche have severe problems. Among the approximately 5 percent of
“marginal" fiche, most have note-field comments indicating the problem.
These figures represent a significant improvement over several spot checks
made last year. We will have better comparison figures soon.

Meanwhile, we want to share these reports with your so that clearinghouses
can have a means of reviewing their input after completing photo reduc-
tlon. We are also reviewing the problem documents for problems that may
exist due to filming. It seems fair to state that most problems iesult

91




. from the nature of the input document, not surprising for a fugitive

“"Request for Reproduction Releas2” forms (2FF-33). This form has been
drawn up to bring ERIC into compliance with the Copyright Revision Law,
which takes effect on January 1, 1978. The law appears to raquire
written permission for every document reproduced and disseminated by
ERIC (except those which are Government-funded). Consequently, Clear-
inghouses will have to secure signed permission from contributors for
the documents they process starting with those for the January 1978 RIE,
on which work is scheduled to begin September 26. This means that unless
you have either blanket written permission to reproduce all documents
from an orgznization or an author or else possess a letter clearly giving
ERIC permission to reproduce a particular title, you will have to secure
a signed Request for Reproduction Release for every title before you can

ship it to the Facility. —

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The first concern is to identify functions and place ther: in the
three groups.

Existing programs may or may not exist, or have discernable visibility.

ERIC 1s one of only two programs mentioned as being included in the
Dissemination and Research Studies Group, at this point in time.

What programs/branches ERIC will be linked with or in what division
is unknownm.

Marc Tucker will head the Educational Governance Group but heads cf
the other two Groups have not been named.

A work group of 20-24 individuals will be created to plan the
reorganization below the present "major blocks." Make-up of this
group is unknown at the present time.

December 1 is the present target date for the completed reorganization.
However, the Department, HEW, must approve any plan.

Until such time as the reorganization is approved and in place,
present structures, plans, etc. will continue in a "business as usual"
mode.

Funding levels, changes in funding, etc. are unknown. But for a program
like ERIC, I see no indication whatsoever that FY 1978 funding plans
will be changed.

The above list exhausts my knowledge at this time. I hope it will at least
answer a few questions. As substantive and detailed information is available,
I will pass it on as soon as possible. (CH)

The workbook for training catalogers, absiractors,
and indexers is pretly much on schedule; it suffered a menth's delay this
sunmer, which puts its projected completion date at July, 1978. (See
Attachment C of our report dated April 25, 1977.)

The ERIC Processing and Reference Facility has recently negotiated
the third year of its current contract. It begins on November 15, 1977.
The contract has been modified to include two additional option years.

-4 In addition to the basic centralized processing and ERIC system support,
the Facility is undertaking several system improvement projects. These in-
clude the following:

a) Support for some of the activities in the Vocabulary Improvement
Program for the coming year.

b) A limited experiment with on-line editing at the Facility. This
activity will also include a test of clearinghouse editing and
transmission of data by electronic means.

c) Technical assistance to State Education Agencies which are constructing
their owvn local files of data. The activity will help imsure
compatability of newly developed state files with the ERIC data base.
Funds are provided to cover limited costs of travel for clearinghouse
personnel who may also become involved in this project thzough
coordination ty the Facility and Central ERIC.

d) A cos% and feasibility study of on~line duplicate checking. Should such
activities be adopted in the future, they would eliminate the present
need for the Acquisitions Data Report (ADR).

e) An acquisitions brochure which will support all ERIC acquisitions
: efforts.

Developmenc of an "ERIC Search Strategy Manual.”" This manual
will assist ERIC system users in developing their searching
techniques, and could serve as a text for future training sessions
in search of strategy formulation.

PUBTYPE Index in RIE. Provided we solve some of the problems
presently recognized with PUBTYPES, this project will permit the
development of software to include PUBTYPES in RIE resumes and to
produce a PUBTYPE index for RIE.

RIE exchange. This activity will continue the information exchange
concerning availability of past issues of RIE which was formerly
offered at the Stanford IR Clearinghouse.

ERIC Bibliography. A bibliography listing articles and documents
dealing with the ERIC system will be produced and made available.

ERIC Clearinghouse Scopé-of—Interest Manual. It is time to again
review and formalize Clearinghouse Scopes-of-Interest statements.

Study of the desixability to add new data elements to the file.
This study will identify data elements and determine desirability
of adding such elements to resumes and/or tape file.

Level III accessions list. A listing of all the Level III documents
will be prepared and distributed ta standing order customers.

Reference Manual. A reference manual designed to help ERIC system
personnel in the processing of reference inquiries will be pre-
pared and added to-the ERIC Processing Manual as a new section.

Document accepi:ance guide. This project which will give examples
of the sorts of input which cause reproduction difficulties, is
scheduled for completion in February 1978.

Identifier cleanup. Work on the identifier cleanup project is

also scheduled:to be completed by February. Rather than wait until
all categories are complete, the Facility will be sending out
authority lists as the categories are completed. The authority
list for personal names will be distributed this month. (RC)

There are a number of changes in RIE presently under consideration.

These pof:ential changes have been shared with clearinghouse representatives
at the regional technical meetings. A number of these changes,such as

HURRY--with whatever means you may devise to get authors to return
reproduction release forms to the clearinghouse from which it was senc,
and not to Washington. The suggestion has been made that you "neatly
obliterate" (how, is up to you) the line at the top of the form which
says "Washington, D. C. 20208." That is one way, but the name and
address of the clearinghouse must also appear prominently (a stamp
made?). The back of the page is a logical and economical place

to put an instructional form letter which would of course include

the address of the clearinghouse.

In answer to a question the form is printed on 60 1b paper stock.

Next question re Copyright......must reproduction release be obtained
for material marked with copyright which is in federally funded
documents and already bears a copyright release clause? Yes,

because the original release applies only to the first publisher.

Note: The same reproduction release procedures apply to documents
received from foreign countries e.g., Australia as to U. S. documents.

Copyright and ERIC

by Mort Bachrach

In recent months, there has been considerable discussion about
how the new copyright law (effective January 1, 1978) will affect the
ERIC operation. A new release form has been devised and instructions
provided the Clearinghouses as to actions to take to satisfy a number
of different situations.

This is the problem: Under the ~irremt (old) law, ERIC
has taken the position that a ducumer bmicted.to. .. .. - .

"~ ERIC with a copyright notice applied 1. copyrighted and that one
submitted without a copyright notice is in the public domain. That
is based upon the requirement of the current statute that, in order
to copyright a document, it i3 necessary to apply a copyright notice
to the document prior to publication.

ERIC could have taken a different tack, however, at least with
regatvd to documents which had not previously been published. It could
have assumed that these documents are protected by "common law"
copyright and that ERIC has no right to place the document in the
public domain by publishing it (making it available from EDRS) withcut
a copyright notice in the absence of a clear indication from the author
that such is his/her intention.

However, an organization needs to make some assumptions in order
to make the operation reasonably efficient. The assumption which ERIC
made, that it is the intention of authors to dedicate their works to
the public, it they do not place a copyright notice on the documents,
is a correct one, in my judgment. After all, it is known that the ER1C
system is primarily a public domain system and it would behoove
authors tec let it be clearly known if their intention is other than to
place a document in the public domain when it is submitted to ERIC
without a copyright notice.

How does the situation change under the new law? The new statute
preempts the states with regard to protection for unpublished documents.
Thus, there is no longer "common law" copyright .protection for unpub-
lished works. Furthermore, it is no longer true that copyright is lost
when a document is published without a copy:ight notice. The author
continues to have copyright protection for such documents (subject to
the rights of "innocent" infringers) provided that a copyright claim
41 registered in the U.S. Copyright Office either before or within
+ive years after publication with the copyright notice omitted from
the document.

Thus, under the new law, ERIC does not know, in the absence of a
stated intention, whether the author intends to claim copyright or not
for a document which is submitted without & copyright notice. Remember
that ERIC does not know this under the current law either. However,
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ERIC does know that the likelihood is much greater under the new law
than under the old that the author intends to claim copyright for the .
docu .¢nt which is submitted without a copyright notice. In view of
this greater likelihood, ERIC has decided to "play it safe" and to ask
for rights releases in certain questionable situations as well as in
situations where it is clear that the author intends to claim
copyright.

However, ERIC still needs to make some assumptions in order to
maintain an efficient operation under the new law as was the case
under the old law. ERIC can still assume, for example, that the
author indends .o place a document in the public.domain which arrives
with a request that the document be "put into" FRIC, since the author
knows, or should “now, that ERIC is primarily a respository for public
domain documents. The more assumptions of this sort which are made,
the more effective the system will be. The reason is that copyright
restrictions of any sort tend to inhibit the free flow of information
among the ERIC users. Nevertheless, it will be necessary to renegotiate
blanket releases because the "rules of the game" are different now
than they were when the old releases were negotiated. If the principles
set forth herein are borne in mind, then it will be easier for the
Clearinghouses to adjust to the new situation and for the ERIC system
to operate as efficiently as possible, with a minimum risk of encroaching
on the rights of authors.

The following points are frequently touched on in ERIC Facility Editor
contacts with ERIC Clearinghouses, and are presenteé here as a reminder
to Clearinghouses of common problems experienced:

Filming Oversized Documents

For over a year, EDRS has photographed long documents (8% x 14) at
29:1 reduction ratio in order to get the image of the page on oue
microfiche frame and avoid the overlapping images previously used.
When the new filming technique was begun it was requested that
Clearinghouses attempt tc batch some documents in coasecutive
Clearinghouse number sequence. When there are several such documents
from a Clearinghouse, this permits EDRS to make one splice into the
master file instead of several. EDRS reports that, in general, these
documents are not batched and have to be individually spliced. We
would like to request that, where possible, Clearinghouses group
such documents in consecutive Clearinghouse number sequence. (See
ERIC Processing Manual, Page 182.) Thece instructions do not apply
to 8% x 14 documents in which the lines of text run parallel to the
long dimension. These are photographed in right-reading orientation
across the space occupied by two frames. (RC)

Copyright Release Form

It has been decided that it is not within ERIC's province to advice
authors of their legal rights in connection with the new copyright

law. Therefore, the back of the copyright release form should not be
used for this kind of quasi-legal purpose which could be open to mis-
interpretation despite our good intentions. Instead, the space could
profitably be used for more specific instructions on how to fill out the
form. (CW)

The new 1978 prefix to the FIS code number is 17. The rest of your
code stays as it has been. This number changes semiannually and
your CERIC monitors are now in a better position to announce the
change here in the Bulletin when they hear of it. CERIC has no magic
key to further FIS information, but if you are faced with any FIS
related difficulty, it would be best to consult the monitors before
trying to solve the problem on your own. (CW)

Lists of One-Shot Journals

The Clearinghouses are not encouraged by CERIC or Macmillan to
maintain lists of journals to monitor for one-shot articles. These
were meant to be serendipitous finds. Several difficulties could
arise from keeping and using such lists (beside the time it .takes
to do so):

1. The journals from which one-shot articles are taken do not
appear in the Source Journal Index and reprint availatility from
U.M.I. is not knowm. To find out whether the journal is covered by
e U.M.I. agreement takes some of Tom Wright's precious time to make
a check of U.M.I.'s larger list.

2. Clearinghouses do not monitor one-shot journals on a system
wide basis as they do those on the Selective List. Therefore, articles
pertinent to a variety of Clearinghouses' scopes could slip between
the cracks, and there are often more than one ERIC-type article in
an issue. For your information, Macmillan scans a variety of non--
listed jourmals for the occasional education-related article, i.e.,

3. Macmillan has no mechanism to check duplicates which might
appear if there was a year's time lag (as there sometimes is) in
in-putting an article. Therefore, there could be duplicates in the
system—something we all deplore! So try not to index one-shots
more than a year old.

As has been said before, if it is fourd that more than three articles
are chosen from a journal in A year, it is a candidate for the
Selective List. Both Tom Wright and the appropriate monitor should
be consulted as to whether new journals can be put on the list at

a particular time. Finally, if you do feel it is necessary to keep
a list of one-shot journals, please send them to Tom Wrizht. BHe can
then check for duplicate journals and have better knowl.dge of where
potential articles may appear. (CW)

During the past year we have met a number of times with representatives
of the Council for American Private Education (CAPE). CAPE is a
Washington based coalition of fourteen national organizations which

‘) represent a large prcportion of the nation's privat schools. It has
been their concern, and ours, that ERIC contains relatively few documents
dealing with the unique concerns of private schools.

One result of these meetings has been the production of a brochure
(Attachment 1) which has been printed by ERIC and will be distributed to
over 15,000 private schools by CAPE. The purpose of the brochure is
twofold. First, it describes the ERIC system and its services. Second,
it requests the submission of suitable documents to ERIC and describes
the input procedure.

-In the course of our discussions, CAPE has made a number of suggestions
concerning Thesaurus terms. Although the Clearinghouse on Educational
Management has primary responsibility for documents dealing with the
administrative concerns of private schools, all Clearinghouses may acquire
documents in their own scope which deals with private education. As we
begin a year of intensive activity in thesaurus improvement, we have asked
CAPE to review the existing terminology that deals with private school

concerns. These comments will be included in a future issue of EAB.

We have been aware for some time that there are a considerable number
of very short documents contained in the ERIC file. For example, in
the past two years, 781 docunents have been entered which contain

five or fewer pages. While the number of pages in a document is not

a measure of that document's quality or significance, inspection has
raised the question whether some of these documents warrant the cost

to input and subsequently to purchase by 650 standing order files.

As was announced at the recent Directors' Meeting, documents containing
five or fewer pages may still be entered iuto the system, but approval
to do so must be obtained from the Clearinghouse monitor. (CcH)

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0 Microfiche Inventory

During the past year, the Facility has conducted a monthly "microfiche

inventory”. This has involv:d a check of sach frame of the microfiche

in the monthly shipments, witli relative judsments on the quality of

the reproduction. Each Clearinghouse rece . s a microfiche copy of

these monthly reports which should be reviewed for the Clearinghouse's
.\ own input.

These and other efforts tu improve the quality of input appears to be
having an effe . The present proportion of problem fiche, of marginal
or unsatisfz wality, is running around 2%. This compares with
approximacel, a samples taken from the microfiche produced in
earlier yeais

The microfiche inventory report prepared by the Facility is reviewed
by EDRS. Where previously undetected filning errors are the cause of
the problem, these documents are leing refilmed and the fiche redistri-
buted to standing order customers. In some of the other cases, we note
that the document has been submitied at Level II and/or the marginal
fiche have notes in the note field indicating the marginal nature of
the macerial. We applaud this effort to warn users of potential diffi-
culties. In a few cases, there have neither been Level II entry nor
notes indicating potential difficulties. Realizing the difficulty of
the subjective judgments involved, we would nonetheless like to decrease,
evea further, the number of problJem documents. To help inform Clearing-
hourse with recent examples of these problem documents, we are includiug,
as Attachment 1, three follow-up reports from EDRS indicating the
documents involved and the nature of the problem. WNoted on the EDRS
follow-up reports is the level of the document and whether or not there
is a note calling attention to marginal copies. Depending on how bad
the problem is, Level II and a note may constitute an adequate treat-
ment for a significant document. In some cases, a document should not
\ be entered. This feedback should help Clearinghouses in making this
- decision. (RC)
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Filning and Autormatic Exposure Setting

The microfiche inventory has turned up several examples recently
vhere two-color pages have been exposed for one of the colors,

leaving the remzinder of the page unreadable. For example, where

a dark colored box entends over the top portion of a page, the
automatic exposure device at EDRS will measure reflectivity from

this area, and underexpose the remainder of the page that is not
colored. Therefore, it will be useful for document preparers to be
aware of the exposure mechanism and to take riecessary action to deal
with the problem. When a document page is transported under the
camera prior to filming, a light semsitive probe measures reflectivity
along a line about two inches from the top of the page, entirely
across the page. This reading determines the exposure for that frawe.
Although EDRS camera operators have been asked to be aware of this
problem, the Clearinghouses should be aware of the situation and to
bring it to the attention of the camera operator with a small note
clipped to the page stating "Expose Manually". This will allow the
camera operator to estimate an exposure midway between the range of
contrasts and to expose at this setting. Although, as with most
problem instances, while neither light nor dark text will look particu-
larly good, at least they should be readable. If you want to see an
example of the problem created by this situation, see the last page
of Document ED 137 985. (RC)

Mandatory Level II for "Sideways-Reading'" Documents

Over a year ago, ERIC began filming 211 document pages in "right-
reading" orientation. This has permitted microfiche users to read all
documents without getting the cricks in their necks which previously
prompted strong protests. Since ERIC is primarily a wmicrnfiche based
system, the change has benefited a large majority of our users.
Unfortunately, resulting hardcopy from these "sideways-reading"
documents is difficult to use and significant numberc of users are
refusing to pay EDRS for them.

Until more specific criteria are published in the ERIC Prccessing
Manual, documents which consist primarily of pages in which the text
runs parallel to the long dimension should be entered at Level II.
Occasional charts or pages filmed sideways are acceptable at Level I,
althcugh, it is requested that, where feasible, these pages be made
standard in document preparation. (RC)

ERIC Processing Manual

Periodically, there are revisions made to the ERIC Processing Manual.
Frequently, these are the result of system changes, or new procedures.
In some cases, references to old procedures m2y be found elsewhere in
the Processing Manual which may not have been del:ted or corrected.
When Clearinghouses become aware of such problems, we would appreciate
it if you would bring it ro the -ttention of the ERIC Facility so that
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further correctivns can be made to bring the Processing Manual

up to date. In addition, if you are aware of cther changes which
should be made, or wish to recommend changes to the Processing
Manual, please also send these suggestions to Ted Brandhorst at

the ERIC Facility. (RC)

Publication Date (PDAT) should be captured 2s a data element for
virtually every ERIC document processed by the Clearinghouses.
Publication Date can be a crucial piece of information to the user
attempting to evaluate search output. When searches employ
Publication Date as an element in the search logic, the absence

of a date can prevent an otherwise legitimate retrieval froa
occurring.

Documents carry dates on their covers or title pages, or they

carry them in their froat matter, or the dates can be inferred from
internal evidence (including bibliography entries). In addition,
contacts with authors or sources via telephone or correspuandence,
can also often reveal dates.

With these several avenues open to the cataloger, it should be a

very rare situation for a document to enter the ERIC system without

a date. Recent experience at the ERIC Facility reveals, however,

that Publication Date is absent on incoming resumes with increasing
— frequency.

Publication Date was not made a mandatory field because of the
occasional jourmal article in RIE and the occasional item that is
genuinely undateable. This fact should not lead the Clearinghouses,
however, to feel that Publication Date is an optional data element.
"Rather, it should be treated as one of the most important data elements
. and should be cataloged whenever it is humanly possible to do so. (TB)

o Input of ADR Forms

Clearinghouses are reaminded to send the Facility their completed ADR
Forms on the last working day of the month, as provided in Secion 4.3.5
of the ERIC Processing Manual. This promptness is necessary because,
in order to get the Acquisitions Data Report out three weeks after

the cut-off, the Facility must have all forms in hand within the first
week of each month. Delay in receiving the forms from just one
Clearinghouse makes it very difficult for the Facility to complete

the ADR on schedule. Furthermore, because of this tight schedule,
Clearinghouse data received late may not make the current ADR.

In completing the Forms, attention should be paid to including the

number of pages (Columns 9-12) aad the Publication Date (Columns 13-19)

whenever they can be determined. Both of these discriminators help

differentiate items with similar titles. It should also be borne in
mind that docunents may be entered on the ADR at any point in the
processing cycle, as soon as accession numbers have been assigned.

) Because recording of Disposition Codes (Column 20) is optional,
|
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documents need not have been selected for RIE to be entered on the
ADR. The sooner accessions appear on the ADR, the earlier the entire
ERIC neteork is on notice that items are in processing which several
Clearinghouses may have acquired at about the same time. (MH)

o _ERIC Facility Contract Modification

i |
The ERIC Facility contract has recently been modified to permit
experimentation with direct file entry from Clearinghouses and
editing at Clearinghouses and the Facility by computer editing
programs and by word processing equipment. Access to computer
editing programs will be supplied by two Clearinghouses (SE, FL)
and the Facility. Word processing equipment, which was demon-
strated at the recent Technical Meeting, will be supplied to
three Clearinghouses (SO, EC, SP) and the Facility. The experi-
ment will last for four months during which time records on use
and costs will be maintained.

The Facility contract modification also included provision for
producing a bibliography of ERIC Information Analysis Products
(IAPs). The bibliography will cover the period from the last
bidliography of IAPs through 1977, a period of two and a half
years. It will be produced in the format of RIE. The Facility
will be in contact with Clearinghouses concerning identification
of appropriate products produced during this time. Hereafter,
it is planned that annual bibliographies of IAPs will be produced.

In recent months, we have become aware of a trend which began over
two years ago and has continued unabated until this time. Central ERIC
has been receiving fewer and fewer complaints about ERIC microfiche from
standing order collections and librarjans across the country. We view
this is a serious problem because it has decreased our contact with users
and librarians, and has curtailed their input into our planning process.

In order to
